Probably no single question affecting the national life of Canada has 
‘called for and received greater attention within recent months than the sub- 
ject of immigration. It has been debated in church assemblies, Labor Unions, 
war veteran bodies, in Parliament and Legislatures, in the press and upon 
the public platform Committees have spent weeks and months studying 
the problem and have issued reports The net result is that the Government 
is advised and urged to adopt this policy and that policy, each one’mutually 
destructive of the other,

throw the doors wide open to all classes providing only that they must be 
healthy both morally and physically, able and willing to work, and content 
to abide by and uphold the laws of the Dominion.

Then there are those who would draw a purely racial line of demarka- 


tion, They would entirely exclude 


the so-called “yellow” races; they would 
bar the negro; they would put a stop to the admission of immigrants from 
the countries of southern and central Europe; in a word, they would rigidly 
restrict all immigration except that of people born and bred in the British 
Isles and speaking the English language 

Still another group places the chief emphasis upon the religion of 1mmi- 
grants. They are opposed to those of other religions than their own. Even 
if the immigrant be from the British Isles, they have slight welcome for 
him unless he also be of their religious faith 

So the Government is told that only agriculturists should be admitted 
into the Dominion, and then only provided they are of the white race, are 
of certain religious faiths

Provided they are British descent, such 
also be admitted to Canada from the United States. 

To begin with, no Government under the British flag, and having the 
slightest regard for that cardinal British principle, liberty of conscience, 
will recognize or enforce any bar to immigration

To do so would be abhorrent to 
the great mass of the Canadian people and would be equivalent to declaring 
to the world that Canada was no longer British. 

It is equally true that an overwhelming majority of the people of Can- 
ada, and this includes all Governments, would like to see a large increase in 
immigration from the British Isles Every possible effort is put forth to 
accomplish this result. Why is it, then, that the annual influx of 
immigrants is not much larger? 

There are many reasons, but a few may be cited. The number of the 
British agricultural class is not large, and the surplus available for emigra- 
tion is practically negligible. British agriculturists can be well employed at

other reasons they are invading many employment fields formerly occupied 
by men, and the necessities of the war gave a great impetus to this move- 
ment. 

The effect is seen in the rapidly declining birth-rate. In England and 
Wales the birth-rate fell last year to 16.7 per thousand of the population, as 
compared with 24.1 in 1913, the last year before the war. In other words, 
the birth-rate has declined one-third in the short space of fifteen years. 
There is not, therefore, the same tremendous urge to emigrate as was the 
case in years gone by. 

As a matter of cold fact, the birth-rate is declining among all the white 
nations. It has long been declining in France; it is declining in Italy, Ger- 
many, the United States, Canada. Observers and students in Great Britain, 
unlike some in Canada, do not appear worried over the inter-mingling of the 
white people of different nationalities, but they do entertain some fear that, 
with declining birth-rates almost universal among the peoples of the white 
nations, the white race will lose its supremacy and world leadership. They 
foresee the day when the ‘quota’ law of the United States will be unneces- 
sary so far as Europe is concerned, because there will be a shortage of 
let alone a surplus to emigrate 

Notwithstanding the difficulties in the way, and the many conflicting 
views that prevail, it is agreed by most Canadians that this Dominion is in 
need of a much larger population,—a population which is not being provided 
by natural increase as a result of the prevailing low birth-rate, If immigra- 
tion to Canada is to be increased, then there must be some compromise 
effected between those who insist on agricultural settlers only, and those, 
who would admit other able bodied workers; also compromise between those 
who would admit only those who would serve to swell the ranks of their 
particular religious denomination, and some compromise on the issue that 
ability to speak English is the hallmark of good citizenship and the only

Liquor Problem In Australia 


New South Wales Will Vote On 
Referendum September Ist 

New South Wales will come to 
grips with the liquor problem when it 
votes September 1 on a referendum 
offering the option of continued open 
sale of liquor and prohibition. 

If prohibition is defeated the Gov- 
ernment will review the whole posi- 
tion with a view to adopting a course 
which will effectively minimize the 
liquor traffic now, according to Hon. 
T. J. Ley, minister of justice. 

Meanwhile the Government is be- 
ing waited upon by delegations de- 
manding everything from drastic 
bone dry legislation to a moderate 
form of Government control, such as 
prevails in some provinces in Can- 
ada.

The culmination of this eventful 

day in Denmark's capital, was a re- 


ception and high tea at the house of 
Mr. E. Millington Drake, the British 
Charge d'Affaires, where, as co 
hosts with him, we enterta'ned Mi 
Madsen Mygdal, the Danish Prime 
Minister, and other representative 
Danes. Sickness prevented the ex- 
pected appearance of Prince Axel. 
who sent, however, a message of 
greeting to the Canadian visitors. 
The speeches of the Charge d’Af- 
faires, the Prime Minister and our 
leader, Mr. Arkell, during this de- 
lightful evening, were broadeast and 
heard all over Denmark, as we found 
out later in the tour. This was the 
first broadcast in Denmark from a 
private house. Never before had we 
found ourselves co-partners, on for- 
eign soil, with the official representa- 
tive of the British Empire and never 
did we feel more proud of that Em- 
pire and Canada’s share in it. 

On 


our second morning we were 
away by 8.30 to visit the 125-acre 
farm of Mr, Carl Jensen en route to 


the Langager Co-operative Dairy, a 
typical small dairy serving about 150 
farmers, where we found a warm 
welcome and a friend of Canada, the 


manager, Mr. Larsen, having a son, 
Mr. Axel Larsen, in Winnipeg. At 
Mr. Jensen's farm we were introduced 


to Danish red cattle 
example of the better class Danish 
farm house, more like the home of a 
retired gentlman than that of a 
farmer actively engaged upon his 
land. We had been told that the re- 
naissance of Danish agriculture be- 
gan with the break-up of the Danish 
villages and the placing of the farm- 
sr’s house upon his farm. And here 
was an excellent example of the 
change, which has given to the Dan- 
ish countryside a picturesqueness and 
character all its own. 

Our next stop was Frederikssund 
Bacon Factory, a co-operative con- 
cern formed thirty-three years ago 
with a supply of 300 pigs a week. It 
now has a weekly supply of 2,500 
pigs, handles eggs from 8,000 poultry 
farmers and has paid off all loans in- 
curred in the building and re-building

As we saw the live 
pigs coming in to the factory we 
were astonished at their uniformity, 


but still more at the uniformity of 
the bacon sides which they produced, 
a tribute to the educational work 
that has been done among the farm- 
ers. It was interesting to observe, 
however, that at the time of our vis- 
it only 20 per cent. of the sides were 
grading No, 1, 45 per cent. No. 2, and 
35 per cent. No. 3. In the summer the

| ‘THE WONDERS OF RADIUM 


Although Widely Used It Is Still 
Something Of a Mystery 

When medical men first used ra- 
dium in surgery, our knowledge of 
that uncanny element was of the 
slightest. Even now, when so much 
can be achieved by its aid, this ra- 
dio-active body (so called hecause of 
the radiations it is perpetually throw- 
ing off), is something of a mystery. 

It is continually firing off the 
atoms of which it is composed—a 
kind of non-stop high explosive in 
miniature. It takes twenty-five years 
for one per cent. of a radium mass 
to disintegrate. Therefore the radio 
activity of a pure radium prepara- 
tion continues for an average of 2,- 
500 years, and when it can disinteg- 
rate or break down no further it ends 
its days, so to speak, as a lump of 
lead. 

This wonderful element occurs in 
small quantities in certain mineral 
deposits, of which the richest are in 
the Belgian Congo. 

In its metallic state, radium is a 
pure white metal which changes 
quickly when exposed to air and re- 
acts with water. Hence, for curative 
purposes, it is always prepared and 
used in the form of a salt, usually 
/as bromide of radium. 

The use of radium as a curative 
agent was discovered by accident. A 
French scientist put some tubes con- 
taining radium in his pocket and car- 
ried them about with him for some 
days, when he discovered that his 
{skin was burnt. This suggested the 
use of radium radiations to kill cer- 
tain living cells or tissues considered 
harmful to man. But medical reports 
on these results were confusing. Ac- 
| curate details of the nature of the 
disease treated, the method of appli- 
cation, and the dosage used were 
lacking. Doctors could not with con- 
fidence recommend its use, so it fell 
into disrepute. 

Then the Medical Research Coun- 
cil took the matter up and made an 
extended and co-ordinated inquiry 
into the medical uses of radium, es- 
pecially in cancer and kindred dis- 
eases. The results of their work are 
to be seen in the vastly improved 
|methods of applying radium today.

Battling her way through a desert 
of broken ice cakes, the Krassin 
pushed her nose to the point far off 
Northeast Land where a tiny tent 
painted red marked the camp of four 
members of the crew of the wrecked 
polar dirigible Italia.

RUSSIAN ICE-BREAKER RES: | 


CUES 3 MEMBERS OF CREW 
OF ITALIA 


Moscow, July 12.—The party of 
three men who started to walk from 
the scene of the Italia disaster was 
rescued today by the Russian ice- 
breaker Krassirt. 

Dr. Finn Malmgren, Swedish 
scientist, was found to be dead when 
the Russians reached the group. 

Victim of bitter struggle aboard 
the Russian Ice-breaker Krassin, 
July 12.—Copyright by the Associat- 
ed Press)—Given up for dead for 
the past six weeks, two of the three 
members of the Italia’s walking 
party were rescued today by the 
ice-breaker Krassin, 

The third, Dr, Finn Malmgren 
noted Swedish meteorologist and 
scientist, was found dead, the vic- 
tim of the bitter struggle since May 
30 against the terrors of the Arctic. 

The rescued members of the party 
were Captain Alberto Mariano, pilot 
of the ill-fated Italia, and Capt. 
Filippo Zappi, the navigator, a mem- 
ber of the Italian navy. 

Captains Mariano and Zappi are 
now aboard the Krassin. Both were 
in an exhausted, half frozen and 


starved condition when they were 
snatched from what had seemed 
certain death for many weeks. Cap- 
tain Mariano’s leg was frozen, but 
his companion was quite well. 

Dr. Malmgren died a month ago, 
but his two companions, faithful to 
their dead comrade, have kept his 
body and this was taken aboard the 
Krassin today. 

Moscow, July 13--The Russian 
ice-breaker Krassin has rescued all 
five survivors of the Italia who were 
on the ice near Foyne Island in- 
cluding Natale Ceecioni, motor chief 
of the Italia, rumors of whose death 
have often been denied. 

The other men rescued were Lt. 
Viglieri, navigator and commander 
of the group; Prof. Behounce, 
Czecho-Slovakia, meteorologist; G. 
Biogi, radio operator, and Filippo 
Troiani, engineer. 

The ship also picked up the Swed- 
ish plane which Lt. Lundborg had 
wrecked in attempting the rescue of 
the marooned men, 

May Rescue Six Others 

Moscow, July 13—Hope for the 
party of sir men carried off in the 
bag of the dirigible Italia on May 
25 and since given up for lost, has 
been revived by reports reaching 
here indicating that the location of 
the group is known, 


FORMER PREMIER GIQLITTI, 
ITALY DIED ON TUESDAY 


Cavaour, Italy, July 17—Former 
Premier Giovanni Giolitti died at 
1:35 o'clock this morning following 
a long illness from uremic poisoning. 


The 85-year-old statesman took a 
serious turn for the worse last week 
and from that time hope for his re- 
covery was virtually abandoned. 
Complications arose which caused 
a paralysis of one leg and the 
former premier himself realized that 
he could not live. He had all his 
faculties and told his relatives, all 
of whom gathered at his bedside, 
that he was happy at the thought 
of again meeting his wife who died 
some years ago. 

Was 85 Years Old 

Cavour, Italy, July 17.—Giovanni 
Giolitti, doughty warrior of the old 
Liberal school and five times prem- 
ier of Italy, died this morning at the 
age of 85. He had been suffering 
for a long time from uremic poison- 
ing and took a turn for the worse 
last week. 

He retained all his faculties to the 
end and told his relatives, all of 
whom gathered at his bedside, that 
he was happy at the thought of 
again meeting his wife who died 
some years ago. 

Sunday night, when it was seen 
that his condition was hopeless, he 
was given extreme unction and Pope 
Pius sent him the apostolic benedic- 
tion, The former premier himself 
realized that he would not live and 
complications arose which caused 
the paralysis of one leg. 

A little after 1:30 this morning an 
urgent call was sent to the doctor 
and the priest. When they reached 
Giolitti’s bedside he was dying. 

Giovanni Giolitti had retained his 
seat in the chamber of deputies until 
the end. His last appearance there 
was made under dramatic cireum- 
stances. As the lone spokesman for 
the opposition, he made a futile at- 
tempt last March to prevent the 
passage of Premier Mussolini’s 
measure making the Fascist party 
supreme by placing the final selec- 
tion of candidates in his hands. 

Above the noisy protests of the 
majority, he denounced the measure, 
but when it was put to a vote only 
he and Marcello Soleri, former 
minister of war and finance, voted 
against it. 

After the kidnapping and killing 
of the Socialist deputy, Matteotti, 
Giolitti went over to the opposition. 

Before the advent of Fascism, Gio- 
litti had headed the government five 
times and between the governments 
he headed several premiers remain- 
ed in power only at his discretion be-
